EXPLOSION OF THE "CAllIBOO.' 



SEVEN LIVES EOST I 
NUMItERS WO U IV D ED. 



Seven O'clock, a. m. 
^Y0 are called on this inoriiii:g to recuid 
the occurrence of the most heait-rendinj; 
' 'calamity which has over happened in theso 
■■ ■Vaterij. ; ; . . ■' 

-At 'o'clock thii morning the new steamer 
'CnHboo l»ft the Hudson'i B»y Company's wharf 
"with eight passengers, 35 tons of freiglit. and 11 
rbead of live stoelc. Just after rounding Shoal 
' I%int, heiiding for the outer harbor, a terrific cx- 
. plosion was lieard by people on shore, and a thick 
•;cloud of imolce and steam arising from the direc- 
tion in which the steamer had gone, left no doubt 
'^Ip the minds of the few persons who chanced to 
J^be on the street, that ^the y^8sel^l)ad^b|p«^ j,. 
The alarm w'is'Jti^sta.ntly glw^^ 
ing of tiie Rinall bell on the Hudson Bay 
Corap^ny's wliarf, which was shortly fol- 
lowed by the Hook and Ladder bell, when 
tlio alrtriii became fieneral. 

The firs', boats to reach the wreck were 
three Italian fidhins-boats iind $everal lu- 
•di«n'eBn<i«tfifi*W'',thS'Iiid!8irf^^^^^^ 
The besutiftil steadier, but n few moments 
beforo the ndniiration of nil beholders and the 
pride cif litr owner and offieers, was found 
nothing but a floating hnilf, ripped and 
torn from stern to t^tern, and floating outward 
with the receding tide. 
. Several passengers were found in the 
water and were piclced 'tip 'by the canoes 
and fishing boats. Groans and'crics for help 
were heard from all tlirecticfns, and it was 
sometimo before the rescuers could allay 
the excitement of the sufferers sufficiently 
to admit of tlieir being brought to town. 

Henry Gray, the Fraser lUver pilot of the 
boat, says he was in the pilot-house with 
. 'Capt. Jamieson not two minutes before the 
explosion, and remarked, ''Captain, its get- 
ting ihiolc oulside." •' Yea," replied the 
'Captiiin, you'd better liytit the hiiinacie 
lump, so iliat I can see my course." Mr. 
Gray cays he le*"! Ihe pi!ol-lioii.'<o and went 
to the captain's room immediately in the 
iirear, and was engaged in trimming the lamp 
'"when Ihe explosion toolc place, and he 
remembers nothing more till he found him- 
■' self , standing on the main . deck, with the 
hurricane deck in ruins about him. He says 
tlir; feiisalioii i.e experienced was one of 
numbness or paralysis in every )):irt of his 
body for several momento. ^V'hBIl ho re- 
.90|^ere4 ,he remembered perfectly well what 
,;£(iid:h&p^'en^d, and finding ttia^' he w'as''the 
only officer left alive, took charge of the 
wreck and induced Ihe Indians and whites 
to tow her lo%vards a little cove nt the en- 
trance 01 the harbor, .vhcro she at present 
lies.

About 15 minutes after the cxptbsion, the 
body of Capt. Janiie,son'n brother was found 
in Ihe water at hf. «iern of the boat, nnil 
placed ill a caiuie and brought to town.

The wreck lies full of water, in Iho cove 
;to which she was towed by Iho small boats. 
'The steamer Caledonia got up steam, and

.a ([Uaniity of the freight. Capt. Kaglo ha:j 
charge ol the wreck. 

jCapt. Smith Jamieson, lost by the explu- 
;;Bipn»ufHbe Fort Yale, in April last, was a 
. ■brotheir of Cupl. Archibald Jamieson and the 
.engineer, and no less than four l^embers of 
'^e Dame fftmily have been lost thro'i/^lj 
steamboat d!;!:>8lers on this coast, during Ihe 
last four years. 

The Cariboo had joist started on her 
aeJbnd trip, ^vljen she was blown up ; shg 
"Was per cotlj new ;^her ongiuos and boiler 
"ware ordered from Scotland lexpressly foi hor 
'^use, and wsra considered of No. 1 quality. 

The oaiise of th« explosion is a mystery, 
so fur; but it is coi.jeclurod Ihut it was 
caused by low water in the boiler,

who is among Ihe miMinfr, was engineer of 
the steamer Cnleiloniu at the time her boilers 
exploded in the Gulf i.f Gcor;^ia, two years 
ago, when several liven were lost. 

The total loss by the calamity will proba- 
bly reset! S4.5.000, the boat alone being val- 
ued BtS35,O0O. 

In the hurry and excitement prevailing nt 
the scene of accident we found no lime to 
procur^ltlet'ails, and there may bo ever, more 
lives lost than staled above. A general yluom 
pervades all classes of i^ie coinnuinity 
It is impossible to arrive at a correct estimate 
of the killed or wonnded. There was no 
passenger list on board. 

The force of the explosion seems to have 
carried fragments ^o,f|_/|[ig,j^u|lei^(.fore and 
aft bearing (■verythiti^; b'efo're "th'e'ml" '^Ingi- 
neer Jaml;;;^:! was si-.uulinj; near the engine 
when the boiler e.xploded, Allen was by 
the sidti of the boiler, and Mr. Watson, a 
deck-hand, says he heard Allen speak ex- 
citedly to Foley ihe lircmun(who was killed)

Additional of the BzpIoBlon. 

During the wnolo of yesterdiiy the chief 
topic of conversation lhrou;;hout town was 
the lamentable explosion .of the ill-fated 
steamer. The flrga were at half mast in 
token of respect to ths memory of tlie un- 
fortunate men who had perished so un- 
tini-ly^ and a general glooin overspread the 
whole oily. -f^' - 

At 9i o'clock, tlie steamer Caledonia pro- 
ceeded to the cove in which the wreck liad 
stranded, and towed her to the Hudson Bay 
Company's wharf, v\hen the shears v\ere 
put into operati- n, and the heavy machinery 
removed. Some of the shafts of the engines 
were broken .sh'irl off, sticwing the innnense 
force of the e.vplosioii. Pieces of the ooiler- 
iron lialf'un-inoh iti thickness, and twisted 
and turned into every conceivable shape, 
were shown us. 

The goods on hoard vvero mostly saved in 
a damaged condition, and will be sold by 
auction, we suppone. They are valued at 
about $10,000. and one-half belonged to a 
nnin who made a tirh strike at Cariboo Mii-: 
Spring. The Indian police, headed by 
Eden-sah atid, his ,'Buii George, were very 
eriergetio ir^/preserving theuno<ls, and as(>ist- 
i:ig the regujar force by every means in their 
power."*''* ^" 

The scene presented on board the wreck 
as the fii si lioiits from town ixMchcd it, was 
one of iinlescribable con fosioii, and distresB- 
ing in tlie extreme. The whole of the up- 
per deck forwaril of the wlieel-liouse had 
vlisappeared, and a contnsod iiile ol yhat- 
t"red planking almie itiaikeil Ihe .-.pot where 
it had stoo l. .A haft of the wheel the luin 
was aliiio.-t 3' complete, only a small patt 
(if the upper de<'k remaining. The inain 
i dec'rt was partially hubmer^ed, and there 
were two feet uf water on ihe'cabini fl.ior, 
the sides Blid ends of which wcte^hliiwn out. 
The lower deck was entirely niuier water. 
The greater (oilion of the Uoiler and ma- 
ctiiliery hud ttisappeared. and more com- 
plete ruin could not well be iniagined. 'I'he 
whole thiriK bore a sickening aspect, and 
was one on which we never care to t>azB 
Hpiin. Two men — one of them Ml. Gray, 
the river pilol — willi facis streaming witli | 
blond, and nearly divested of c.lothiiii,', were 
gropin;; about in the dark ainniii> the ruins, 
searching fur dead bodies, or endeavoring to I 
prsciir'e/ assist'anco in bringing the wreck, to 
land. I 

oHVen of the passengers left in t fisher- 
man's boat for ihe oily, sum al'ler lieiiiu; re- 
lieved. Mr. Kamage, of Ni;w \Vestiiiinslnr, . 
I was asleep in one of tS.-e staleruoiris and wa* | 
j tilown into the water ; but esiMned with a 
few slight bruises. .Mr. I'rait, also a pas- 
senjier. was ronversini: with engineer Jamie- 
son, juata.s the accident occiirreil. Alleii, 
the other engineer, was standing a few feet 
off at the time. Wh -n the smoke and steam 
cleared away Piatt found hiiupelt in neaily 
the .-:aine positiijn Bdi bflfi^f] tlx^ explosion ; 
iie cseaped without a scralcli, wlii.e 
the iwd engineers must have t)i;. ii killed 
outright. I'lie night- wntchnian 'if the Cari- 
! boo says he did not like the look of things 
about llie eiif^iiie-room and walked foiward 
and n.xamineil the pnage, winch showed 
a pressure of 100 pounds of steam. He im- 
mediately Went lift of the wheel, antl stood 
lookini; towards the liuiler. As he did so. 
the captain' -1 bell sounded to "slop," whi di 
was (ibeyed tjy Allen at the crank. In a 
couple uf niiiiulHs the bell rang to " go- 
ahead." The engine was pu{ii;t^,ri^at}oii — 
the heels made about three' revoln'li(.ns 
with iinnazing vapidity — the boat sho.ik IVoin 
stem to stern — and tlioii I'u. lowed the explo 
sion, A long, heavy, uiiinistitkeable sound — 
which awoke the echoes for miles nrouiid, 
and carried dismay to the heatts of all who 
heard it. 

Dr. Diiehesne was sleeping on a pih; of 
freight just all id' the boiler, and escaped 
with a tow sliglil bruises, 

P. DoGair.i, formerly proprietor of Iho 
Fi;eiudi paper Le Lounicr dl ,la Nouvelle 
.Ca/e(foriie,.'publisbud bure.in lSSi, whs sleep- 
ing on the starboard side of Ihe boiler, and 
as he has not since been seen, was undjinbl- 
odly killed. 

The most reinnrkablo escape was that of 
Mr. Gray, who is mentioned in our extra as 
having just left the wheel-house for tho Cap- 
tain's io(iin to light a lamp. The Captain'M 
rooni was iniiiiedialely behind the pilot's 
station — in fact, the npartineiits were '•epa- 
rutcd only by a thin partition. That one 
man could be blown to atoms and the nther 
almost by his side escape with aovoie 
bruises f eenis uhnost inoredible ; yet the 
same thing was observable on the ocoasipn 
of Iho oxploifior{ ,o£ .tt)9!i: ifli^rt- Yale. -.Mh 
Gra^, altbiottigl) icmfferiDg merely < from 



hi« injurie.i, on finding ihnt every other 
ofiiiteis had been InirriHil to Ins lung home, 
touk charge of the \vroi;k uiiif stood bj[ it 
luiiil it was salely moored in a cove opposite 
i\hieaule)'s I'oint, when he handed her over 
to llie care of Harbormaster Nii;;le, anil enn- 
Hulted medical aid. He also lemlered iiii- 
portaiit services to passengers and others in 
distress, and his efforts to save life and 
properly are • pokeii of with praise by all 
who witnessed tlu tn. We aie happy to say 
that ahiiongh eonlined to liis hed jeslereay, 
Mr. Cray's injuries are nut aeiious. 

Tlie cause of the disnster is attributed to 
low water in tho boiler. Steam was gut np 
ar I U o'elo\;k on Tliiirsdny night ; hut ihe 
boat ilid not start until lwo b'oltiok yesterday 
inurniiig. -Mr. Allen, in Ch«r|iB of Ihe en- 
gine, is said to have been uiiea.sy a'l day on 
Tliiiisilay about the boiler. Capt. Jamie.-on's 
brolher was a eapaMe engineei ; but Allen 
having ]int the machinery tiigelher, it was 
deemed advisable that he sIkmiUI conunne 
in ohiirge uutil the furiner uiulersiuuil its 
working thoruughlyr' A'liaiid on the boat 
who saw Allen a lew tnu:nuiits belore itie 
e.vplosioii near the boiler, sin s he seemed 
an.\ioiis and was scolding tlie liieiiiaii, loi 
not uiide. standing his duty. Tlieie is no 
doubt ill the mind ofpraeticHl engineers but 
that if tho boiler had been well supplied 
with water, tho e.tplosioii cuiild not have 
oecurreil. The circiiinsliinces allendiiig ihe 
di.-aster are identical with those alteniiiiig 
the loss of the Yale boat in April last, and is 
anullier call upon onr government to put 
rigidly in foice Itie laws regulating steain- 
VLSselii plying in Britisti waters.
